Dissolve 1 tsp. sugar in 14 c. 
lukewarm water; add 1 en- 
velope Royal Fast Rising 
Dry Yeast. Let mixture’stand 
10 min. Then stir well. Scald 
4 c. milk, add 3 tbs. short- 
ening, 14 c. sugar, 4 tsp. 
salt; cool to lukewarm. Add 
‘1c. sifted flour to make a 
batter. Add yeast mixture 
and 1 beaten egg; beat well. 
Add 21% c. sifted flour, or 
enough to make a soft 
dough. Knead lightly, place 
in greased bowl. Cover; set 
in warm place, free from 
draft. Let rise until doubled 
in bulk, about 2 hour's. When 
light punch dough down;roll 
out into oblong piece, about 
14" thick. Brush with 3 tbs. 
melted shortening or butter. 
Sprinkle with 8 c. brown 
sugar, 114 tsps. cinnamon, 
¥4 c. raisins, Roll up length- 
wise in a tight roll; cut in 
1” slices. Place cut-side up, 
1” apart in greased shallow 
baking pan; Cover; let rise 
in warm place until light, 
about 1 hour. Bake in 425°F; 
oven about 20 minutes.

Poison Ivy 


Every year many: adults, and 
especially children, are accidentally, 
poisoned from contact with Poison 
Ivy. Susceptible persons need only 
touch a plant to be afflicted with 
severe skin Mflammations and water 
blisters. Persons who learn to recog: 
nize and then to avoid Poison Ivy 
can save themselves much discom- 
fort and inconvenience. 


Description. Poison Ivy is a 
woody perennial shrub which multi- 
plies by seed and underground root- 
stocks. In the praine provinces it 


is usually not over 12 to 18 inches 
in height. he leaves of Poison Ivy 
always consist of three leaflets. The 
old saying, “Leaflets three, let it be,” 
reminds us of the one sure way to 
spot Poison Ivy. The leaflets are 
usually oval in shape. They are 
smooth, at least on the upper sur- 
face, and have even margins (not 
toothed or notched).@ The flowers 
and berries are clustered in the 
axils of the leaves. The berries are 
usually creamy-white in colour. A 
photograph-of Poison Ivy has been 
repfoduced on a_ printed leaflet. 
Copies may be obtained, free of 
charge, from Line Elevator grain 
buyers. School teachers should avail 
themselves of this opportunity. 
Control. Since Poison Ivy is 
largely confined to the margins ol 
woods, eradication is difficult. How- 
ever, when found in picnic grounds, 
summer resorts, and other grounds 
frequented by people, particularly 
children, # should be rooted out 
and burned.
